AN EARLY START 


Tf you are wise you will cut down the 
ordinary household routine tasks to a 
minimum, #nd make an early start on 
the great “turn out.’’ By lanch-bishe you 
wili probably feel so much in the swing 
of things that you will feel disinclined 
to break off for a meal, but an 
hour spent over a light repast will be 
time well invested. You will not, 
of course, wish to prepare anything 
elaborate, but an easily made egg or cheese 
dish, followed by a light but nourishing 
sweet, such as a fruit junket, will put 
fresh life and zip into things. Here are 
a few easy-to-prepare dishes :— 

i HERRING ROE8 AND CHUTNEY. 

Ingredients—3 or 4 herring roes, slices 
of bacon, 1 tablespoonful Indian Mango 
Chutney, buttered toast. 

Method—Cut the roes in small pieces 
and mix with the chutney (cut small). 
Put some on small thin pieces of bacon 
and roll. Bake in a moderate oven until 
cooked. Place each roll on a round of 
buttered toast and serve on a hot dish. 

CHEESE DREAMS. 

4 ozs. stale cheese, $ pint milk, $ oz. 
ground rice, 1 oz. butter, 1 oz. breadcrums, 
4 large slices of buttered toast, pepper 
and salt. 

Blend the ground rice with a little of 
the cold milk. Boil the remainder, and 
pour on the blended rice. Boil for 20 
minutes: stir in the breadcrumbs, butter, 
grated cheese and seasoning. Pour equal 
quantities of the mixture on slices of hot 
buttered toast, and brown under a grill. 

ORANGE J UNKET. 

Add a teaspoonful of sugar to a pint 
of milk, and warm until just lukewarm, 
not hot. Add two teaspoonfuls orange- 
flavoured junket essence, stir well and 
pour at once into individual glasses. In 
ten minutes these will be firmly set. 
Decorate the tops with finely cut slices of 
orange and a few strips of angelica.

assume.

HEN Messrs. W. Marsh and Son, the 
W official auctioneers entered this morn- 
.ing upon the sales side of the Munster 
Agricultural Society’s Spring Show there 
was a large attendance of buyers. The first 
bull in the catalogue, a first prize winner, 
and adjudged at yesterday’s show the best 
pedigree shorthorn in Munster, was sold for 
seventy guineas. The purchasers were 
Messrs, J. A. Bennett, Ltd., Ballinacurra, 
Midleton. A third prize winner, owned by 
Mr. James Collins, of Ballineen, Co. Cork, 
was a much fancied animal, and the bidding 
was carried to 105 guineas, at which he fell 
to a. County Limerick purchaser, Mr. 
Ed. Barrett, of Athea. Department of Agri- 
culture officials from various counties carried 
out a number of commissions on behalf of 
purchasers. 
There was a surprise in the shorthorn 
ring, when the Mount Melleray. exhibit, 
which figured so prominently on the opening 
day by carrying off the Ludlow, Beamish, 
and the De Vesci Cups, and which the 
adjudicators pronounced to be the best year- 
ling shorthorn dr’-y bull in the show, 
c ownership to the Department of 
Agriculture for 76 guineas. It was thought 
that this animal would have fetched an 
appreciably higher figure. The premium- 
carriers of the shorthorn breed sold very. 
well, but the prices ruling in the Aberdeen- 
Angus section surpassed the most sanguine 
hopes of vendors, who found their exhibits 
commanding an excellent demand. On the 


round it was estimated that Aberdeen-Angus 
premium holders were up this year by from 
£10 to £15 per head, and that an increasing 
number of buyers were displaying a pre- 
ference for ‘‘ blacks ” over the other breeds. 
This was meintained in the non-premium 
carriers, for which prices around the 45- 
guinea mark were received—figures that 
pleased the owners very well, indeed. Forty 
guineas and 36 guineas were received for the 
two Herefords carrying premiums.
